pumps and a great variety of equipment 
to deal with possible air raids. 
To delay 
the acquisition of this material by efforts to 
promote collateral schemes of a dubious 
practical value is distinctly a disservice to 
the nation’s war effort.” 
The Post noted that at tile very m o­ 
m ent this editorial was being put into type. 
M :' Roosevelt wa. at Arthurdale delivering 
“contracts of sale” to 
ixty of the home­ 
steader.^ there and was making a .speech 
in which she asked them to contrast their 
status today with what it was nearly nine 
vears ago when the Arthurdale homestead 
was started.

The counter batteries set up by 
the British < th eir big guns had long 
been fared the other way to m eet 
attack by sea) were wholly inade­ 
quate. For two days (February 5 
and 6 1 the road.i and com m unica­ 
tions of the island were blasted by 
a continuous hail of shells -one re ­ 
m ote road in particular as it turned 
out later.

The Japs then executed a colossal 
feint. They encouraged the British 
to believe they intended to storm 
the island bv direct assault, and 
seized Ubin island (February 7» off 
the northeast lip 
in obvious con­ 
form ance w ith th a t purpose. 
Tire shelling and d u e bombing 
increased next day and the B ritish 
began to notice “m enacing troop 
movem ents In the rear of the Jap 
positions" 
but 
they 
were 
wholly 
unprepared 
to 
m eet 
the 
assault 
which came th a t night across Jo- 
liore straits at, the opposite end of 
Singapore -the rem ote, northw est­ 
ern m arshy section, where attack 
was most difficult, where the B rit­ 
ish thought the m arshes protected

The Japs had trained troops to 
get through those particular m arshes 
at th at p articular tim e. Tins was 
apparent from th e efficiency with

These tactics show how long and 
well the Japs had prepared for this 
war. Like the H itler generals who 
spent years in detecting and plan­ 
ning to exploit Hie defect they dis­ 
covered in the M aginot line, tile 
Ja p general staff worked out the 
weakness of 
im pregnable” Singa­ 
pore, and m arshalled the necessary 
force and m aterial to penetrate it. 
From the event of Pearl Harbor 
to Singapore you can see now the 
painstaking finesse in ten or twenty 
years or more of w ork—well screen­ 
ed behind broken naval treaties, and 
lately behind an assum ed position 
of weakness in China. They let the 
world believe for the last three years 
th at they had lost the Chinese war.

It is true th a t a1] this is not quite 
as bad as it sounds. 
Thousands 
of these m ilitary commissions are 
not in combat groups at all. 
They 
are various kinds of specialists.— 
engineers, doctors and technicians 
where the basic professional tra in ­ 
ing m ay be expected to do as good 
or even better than in the regular 
army. 


Under M ilitary Law* 


U nder our arm y theory and sys­ 
tem all these men are supposed to 
be under m ilitary law and com ­ 
m and 
This, 
according 
to 
tr a ­ 
dition, carries the uniform and the 
soldiers oath and obligation. 
I have no late trustw orthy break­ 
down of the figures showing the 
percentage of this group, but the 
fact rem ains th at, among combat 
troops, it is very low and will go 
lower to an almas! absurd degree. 
Also some of these 
men have 
rudim entary 
reserve training and 
at least know w hat a soldier looks 
like 
but 
the 
m en 
rem aining 
in 
these reserves are dwingling daily. 
Intensive training of hundreds of 
thousands of at least a m inim um of 
com bat officers seems to be a sub­ 
ject which, in the jam and rush of 
building the w orlds greatest arm y, 
is not getting the attention it de­ 
serves. 


M iracles Are Done 


M uch more could be done. 
In ­ 
deed, in tile training of air fighters, 
m iracles have been done and are 
being done daily. 
The job is a 
little different. 
The end to be 
gained is far more specialized and 
the basic training need not be as 
broad. 
The training of line offi­ 
cers will take more time, 
In the meanwhile, a rath er vicious 
practice is going on. 
Men come 
to W ashington who 
don't 
know 
“squads west" but 
by reason 
of 
business 
experience, 
or 
special 
standing, apply for army adm inis­ 
trative jobs by the dozens. 
We don't want to puli an arm y 
adm inistrator, trained also as a sol­ 
d i 'r 
out of our scant reserve of 
soldiers. 
But, in the W ashington 
hierarchy of rank, and also out in 
the field, this fellow suddenly a p ­ 
pears in a 
m ajo rs or lieutenant 
colonel's uniform . 


Real Soldiers Down 


T here he stays—“for the d u ra­ 
tion” and sometimes longer. This 
may happen although he never saw 
a day's service 
There are regular 
field soldiers who have served nearly 
ten years and are only captains 
They will rem ain below the one-day 
m ajor or lieutenant colonel in rank

as long as this war lasts unless 
they are, by good luck and oppor­ 
tunity, selected for efficiency. 
After the W orld war, officers of 
such short service rem ained as a 
"hum p" in the prom otion list to 
stym ie prom otion for m any years. 
It forced arm y m orale down to its 
lowest ebb right up to the day this 
war began. 
These are lessons of experience. 
Like so m any others in industrial 
and m an -power m obilization—they 
ought not to be allowed to happen 
again.

Italy 
and Japan are perm itted neither 
the right nor even the duty of u n ­ 
tram m eled utterance. Freedom and 
responsibility alike are denied them .

w ithout tile slightest deviation, they 
m u£t conform. 
A dogma of com ­ 
pulsion governs them .

enough, it follows th a t tile price 
they pay for their subserviency is
